It goes on in 
the lives and memories of many who 
were blessed in one way or another dur- 
ing the great days of camp. Surely such 
services and their influence do not die 
when the lights go out, the last goodbye 
is spoken, and the camp crowds go their 
many ways to their own homes and 
assemblies. 

From beginning to end, there was 
the sense of the Lord’s presence and 
blessing. ‘The ministry of the Word as 
presented by Brother Frank M. Boyd in 
the morning Bible studies and by Brother 
Winston I. Nunes in the evening serv- 
ices was a means of spiritual reinforce- 
ment as well as spiritual refreshing. 
From it was derived strength of purpose 
along with stirring of consciousness of 
spiritual need. 

The ministry of District and visiting 
ministers in the afternoon meetings con- 
tributed a wholesome part to the daily 
camp services.

The Women’s Missionary Council 
activities were no small part of the camp 
meeting. Some of the ladies’ groups had 
much to show for their effort spent in 
preparing clothes and other things for 
missionaries. The displays were some- 
thing they may well be proud of. The 
W.M.C. work has become a real factor 
in helping missionaries and in the relief 
program. 

The young people were helped much 
in their daily meetings, in the morning 
wake-up services in the church building, 
when Brother Kenneth Haystead spoke 
on the theme “The Will of God.” The 
evening vesper services were also well 
attended and they too were greatly en- 
joved. 

The children’s interests were an inte- 
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gral part of the camp ministry, as a good 
staff of workers, under the supervision of 
Brother Suter, conducted a Vacation 
Bible School in the mornings and a chil- 
dren’s church in the afternoons. 

It takes a large crew of workers to 
serve the great crowds that gather for 
camp meetings. To them we are thank- 
ful for their faithfulness and willingness 
to help keep the wheels turning so that 
the workings of the temporary city might 
proceed as smoothly as possible. It meant 
Jong and arduous labors for some, but as 
it was done as unto Him Who did ex- 
ceedingly abundantly for us all; and 
those who served and looked to Him 
were in some way not deprived from a 
blessing.

Speaking with Tongues

glad that with the baptism of the Holy 
Ghost there is fire. The Bible says, “He 
maketh his angels spirits, his ministers 
a flame of fire.” “And when the Day of 
Pentecost was fully come, they were all 
together in one place, in one accord, and 
suddenly there came from heaven a 
sound as of a mighty rushing wind and 
it filled all the place where they were 
sitting. And there appeared unto them 
cloven tongues like as of fire.” Some- 
body says, “Why should there be that 
supernatural manifestation of fire?” 
Well, you can see the apostles afraid of 
the Jews, hiding in an upper room. 
What is God going to do with men who 
are afraid? He’s going to set them on 
fire. Notice that word BEGAN. They 
didn’t end there in the upper room. 
Thank God that even in this day and in 
this age in which we are living there are 
those who are still speaking with other 
tongues, continuing the wonderful out- 
pouring and manifestation of the Holy 
Spirit of God. 

One of the questions that <omes to 
our mind is this. Did Jesus speak with 
tongues? We remember that all that 
Jesus did and taught He did after He 
was baptized with the Holy Ghost. ‘That 
is most important. All that He ever did 
He did under the anointing and in the 
power and the wisdom of the Holy 
Spirit. He never performed a miracle in 
the authority of His Sonship. He never 
gave any teaching because He was the 
Son of God. But He said, “The Spirit 
of God is upon me. He hath anointed 
me to preach.” Any preaching I’m doing 
will be done under the anointing of the 
Spirit. “He hath anointed me to open 
the eyes of the blind and to unstop the 
ears of the deaf and to loose the captive 
and set the prisoners free.” And when 
Peter is preaching to Cornelius’ house- 
hold, in the 10th chapter of Acts, he 
said, “How God anointed Jesus of Naz- 
areth with the Holy Ghost and with 
power: who went about doing good, 
and healing all that were ovvressed of 
the devil: for God was with Him.” The 
secret of the power in the ministry of 
the Lord Jesus Christ was the power of 
the Holy Spirit. And Christ exercised 
all the nine gifts of the Spirit. “Some- 
body asks, “Did He speak with tongues?” 


Turn in your Bible to Mark 5:41, “And 
He took the damsel by the hand, and 
said unto her, Talitha cumi; which is, 
being interpreted, Damsel, I say unto 
thee, arise.” Now Jesus talked long and 
He said many things to many people. To 
the woman that was bound by the spirit 
of infirmity He said, “Woman, you are 
set free.” But when He spoke to this 
dead little girl He spoke in a language 
that is given to us, the very words as He 
gave it and as He spoke it. “Talitha 
cumi.’ And they don’t translate it. All 
the other words of the Lord Jesus are 
translated for us from the language in 
which He spoke into the language we 
understand, into English. But these 
words are not translated. ‘They are given 
to us even as Jesus spoke them and the 
Spirit does not give us a translation of 
the words, He gives us an “interpreta- 
tion” of the words. 

Whenever anyone speaks in an un- 
known tongue, the Bible says, “Pray 
that he may interpret.” ‘There’s a big 
difference between interpretation and 
translation. When the Holy Spirit gives 
a message in an unknown tongue we do 
not have a. translation word for word of 
what he has spoken but we have an un- 
folding, and interpretation of that which 
is spoken in an unknown tongue. ‘That 
is why sometimes a message in an un- 
known tongue may be short and the 
interpretation may be long. Or the mes- 
sage may be long and the interpretation 
may be short, because it is an interpreta- 
tion. Here, when Jesus spoke He did 
not speak in the language in which He 
ordinarily spoke and so we are given the 
record of the very words He spoke in 
an unknown tongue. Unknown to His 
disciples, unknown to those who were 
around. “Talitha cumi; which is being 
interpreted (as all messages in tongues 
must be if they are going to edify the 
church) Maid, I say unto thee, arise.” 
Then in Mark 7:34—“Looking up to 
heaven He sighed and said, Ephphatha, 
that is, Be opened.” On the second oc- 
casion He spoke the word that was not 
customary, that no one around under- 
stood, and the Spirit tells us what it 
means—Be opened. And then Jesus is 
hanging on the cross, and the crowd is 
round about Him (Mark 15). He said, 
“I thirst, ... It is finished. . . . Father, 
into thy hands I commit my spirit.” He 
has spoken many words,—“Son, behold 
thy mother,” and so on, but hanging on 
the cross He also said, “Eloi, Eloi, lama 
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sabachthanni,’ (verse 34), “which is be- 
ing interpreted, (here we no longer have 
a translation, but an_ interpretation ) 
“My God, My God, why hast thou for- 
saken me? And some of them that stood 
by, when they heard it, said, Behold, he 
calleth Elias.” ‘They didn’t understand 
ity Hevsaid, :Elo:, Elo.” sUhey said, 
“Eloi, Eloi must mean Elias,” and they 
said, “He’s calling for Elias.” But He 
wasn't. He was speaking in a language 
that had to be interpreted for us by the 
Holy Spirit. “Eloi, Eloi, lama sabach- 
thani? My God, my God, why hast thou 
forsaken me?” (Ps. 22:1). 

In the book of Daniel, the hand came 
and wrote upon the walls, “Mene, Mene, 
Tekel, Upharsin.” And here were words 
that were written that no one could 
understand. The clever soothsayers and 
the Chaldeans and even Daniel with all 
his wisdom could not understand it. But 
Daniel said, “The God of heaven hath 
given me the interpretation of it.” Yes, 
and God gave the interpretation of that 
which He had written. 

You know why men speak with many 
languages? In the beginning there was 
only one language, but because of rebel- 
lion in the hearts of men up there at 
Babel God came down and confounded 
their languages and so men speak in a 
multitude of languages today. God in 
His divine providence when the Day of 
Pentecost was come, caused these men, 
these twelve Apostles, the 120 in the 
Upper Room to speak in languages they 
didn’t understand. There were people 
round about them that understood them, 
but they were languages they had not 
learned themselves. The Bible tells us 
one of these days God is going to return 
to a people of a pure language, and when 
we get up yonder on the other side, 
we'll find that all the results of sin will 
be wiped away and God will restore us 
again to one language. That’s why 
tongues will cease. 

Somebody says, “Doesn’t the Bible 
say tongues will cease?” It does. There 
are three things to happen. Knowledge 
shall vanish away, prophesying shall fail, 
and tongues shall cease. If we are liv- 
ing in a day when knowledge has van- 
ished away, then I'll agree with you that 
we are living in a day when tongues 
have ceased. But if knowledge is still 
remaining and prophesying still con- 
tinues, then tongues have not ceased.

“Daddy, what is that?” 

“That is a good question,” Leon. “In 
the first place, that isa man. In the sec- 
ond place, he is a Sadhu or a holy man. 
If I said a would-be holy man, I would 
come closer to the truth.” 

“How do you know he is a holy man, 
Daddy? He looks very funny to me.” 

“Me, too, son. He looks more than 
funny to me. Take a good look at him. 
See that yellow cloth wound around his 
waist? That is one unmistakable sign of 
a holy man. You know, son, I have seen 
some folks besides these in India who 
thought holiness could be put on and 
worn. Look at that face, would you!” 

“What has he got on it?” 

“He has some kind of white paint 
streaked and smeared on it. It makes 
him look like a cannibal of Africa, 
doesn’t it? He didn’t stop at his face 
either. See, there is paint on his arms, 
his body, and on down his legs. Say, he 
is really dressed up, isn’t he? I have 
heard about people being all dressed up 
and no place to go, and there is a good 
example of it. His eyes look as though 
he were walking around in his sleep. 
Ah, now he has opened them wider, and 
you can almost see a dwelling place of 
evil spirits in them, can’t you? That 
mouth of his has an expression that 
speaks of anything but holiness.” 


“He needs a hair cut. Maybe Uncle 
Stewart would cut it for him.” 


“Well now, I doubt that very much. 
Even if he were here, I rather doubt that 
he would cut it for him. You see, he 
needs more than just a hair cut. Notice 
how straight and stiff it is. That is cow 
manure he has plastered on his head, 
and it would take a good many gallons 
of water and a whole bar of soap to make 
it so it could be cut. No, he would never 
let you cut his hair because he is a 
Hindu holy man and he leaves his hair 
long so that the instant he dies his soul 
can be jerked up to heaven. It would be 
a terrible thing if the hair were all cut 
off his head, because there would be no 
way to get him to heaven. Some folks 
at home are trying to get there by the 
‘skin of their teeth’ and this fellow is 
trying to get there by a lock of his 
hair. I suppose one will come as close 
to getting to heaven as the other one.”

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1) First Year in Argentina 
© Brother Robert Thomas wrote in May 
yo tell what they have been doing in the 
‘nonths since they left for the land of 
| heir calling. ; 

» “On arriving in Argentina in Feb- 
s-uary of last year, we immediately saw 
jhat our first task would be really learn- 
ing the language. Though we had 
studied some, we found that talking on 
‘the trains and in the streets sounded like 
'so much bird chatter to our unaccus- 
jtomed ears. With the passing of months 
band much hard study, the language has 
‘come to us, and now we feel more or 
» less at home speaking it. I say more or 
aless (a very popular phrase among the 
» Argentines) because we still have times 
_ of groping for words and saying Tues- 
» day when we mean Thursday. How- 
fever, we feel ready to launch into our 
» main work, and for this reason the year 
~ has been well spent. 


“Though much time has been spent 
| in study and adjustment, the year has 
) not been void of spiritual results. We 
have been able to gather a few souls to- 
| gether, and hundreds have been reached 
with the gospel by means of tract distri- 
bution and personal work. We have had 
the joy of baptizing some in water, and 
i at the present time an entire family of 
ten is preparing for water baptism. In 
| the outlying district of the province, 
three preaching points are established, 
and we have the prospects of establish- 
ing more in the future. The Argentines 
are indifferent, as indifferent to the 
Protestant religion as are the Hindus of 
India, but we have seen the power of 
God demonstrated. We have seen Him 
touch their hearts and we know victories 
are to be won. 

“Tate in January of this year we ac- 
cepted an invitation to speak in a tent 
| meeting in the city of Bolivar, in Buenos 
Aires Province. There is an established 
church there, founded by missionaries 
of Canadian Pentecostal Assemblies. 
This meeting proved to be the most 
blessed time of ministry that we have 
| had since coming to South America. We 
| pitched the tent and announced the 
meetings with misgivings as to the out- 
come, it being a new venture for us. 
| From the moment the first songs began 
to be heard in the streets about the tent, 
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the crowds came. The first night the 
tent could not hold the crowds which 
stood around the outside and even into 
the street. The response to the invitation 
that first night was one of the thrills of 
a lifetime. Hands went shooting up and 
the inquirers came streaming down the 
aisles to receive Gospel portions and to 
find out more about Christ’s salvation. 
The same results and crowds continued 
through three weeks of meetings in spite 
of driving rains and high winds on many 
occasions. We feel it is a real victory in 
the progress of our work here. Brother 
Kerr, the young Canadian missionary in 
charge, has been praying for years for 
just such a meeting as this, and we feel 
it was an answer to his prayers. We 
thank God for the opportunity to work 
with these consecrated workers in this 
time of harvest. 

“We are praying that God will enable 
us to get a tent to use in some of the 
unreached parts of this great country. 
The fear of entering a Protestant meet- 
ing is great among these people, but we 
find they do not have this fear in enter- 
ing a tent meeting where they can see all 
that is done from outside. Our hearts 
are stirred to do more of this pioneer 
evangelistic work, for evangelism is our 
‘first love’ in gospel work.”

India 

Brother and Sister Ovid A. Dilling- 
ham and family have arrived at their 
destination in India, at Childers Lodge, 
Landour, Mussoorie, U.P. He writes: 
“We are all well and are enjoying the 
place where we are living. Childers 
Lodge is about 7,500 feet high and it is 
quite cool here, a great inducement to 
studying. Frankly, though, it takes more 
than a high altitude and cool atmosphere 
to make language study come easy. 

“Our voyage aboard the Marine Adder 
was all that you could imagine a troop 
ship could be and more. Service and 
convenience was at a minimum, but at 
least, or perhaps I should say at most, 
we were not in danger of mines or 
bombs. Mrs. Dillingham was seasick 
most of the time. Judith and Leon were 
the better sailors-of the family. I man- 
aged to be up after two or three days. 
Most of the time it was so hot in the 
dining room that our appetites were not 

very good. 


“Perhaps you would like a thumbnail 
account of our various stops en route. 


“Honolulu: We were received by a 
band dressed in white and a vocal quar- 
tet which sang beautiful Hawaiian 
music. Brother Vincent and some of his 
church members met us and entertained 
us with sightseeing and a buffet lunch- 
eon in one of the homes. The ship crew 
struck and we were delayed two hours. 
If the strike had not been settled we 
would have returned to San Francisco. 


“Hong Kong: Lula Bell Hough met 
our missionaries and took us to the home 
of a Chinese Christian where a high tea 
was served. The charming hostess of 
this home is the lady who saved many 
of the lives of our missionaries interned 
in Hong Kong. She and her family were 
one day from death as they left the city 
just in time to escape questioning. 

“Manila: Devastation! Ruin! You 
can’t imagine war. You have to see it. 
Three-fourths of the city was destroyed 
by our own troops in routing out the 
Japanese. It is still a mass of rubble and 
ruins, patched up in places in order to 
be used. 

“Batavia: Poverty! Here we left off 
the spice of our passengers—254 Indo- 
nesians, who were Dutch prisoners of 
war. 

“Singapore: Here we parted with our 
Brother Sandahl and Sister Lula Ash- 
more. We were in port two days and 
attended the welcome service for the 
returned missionaries. This faithful 
band of native Christians had held the 
church together during the war: ‘They 
had been aided by two young English 
soldiers. Their joy at the return of their 
spiritual leaders was thrilling and pa- 
thetic. We also experienced a tropical 
downpour and were drenched to the 
skin—literally. 

“Madras: We had to remain on ship 
because of a case of chicken pox on 
board—India hasn’t any disease of 
course! Here only have we seen cruel 
treatment of the coolies. The Indian 
police seem to enjoy beating them. It 
was hard on these Americans. 


“Bombay: Praise God, our port of 
debarkation! We went through customs 
without opening one piece of luggage 
or freight. Miss Kathryn Vogler helped 
us greatly. After one day and night in 
Bombay, taking care of our baggage — 
you have to watch it and nurse it as il 
it were a baby to keep it—we took a trair 
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for Lakhimpur, which is our station for 
the present. 

“The station is located on the plains 
of the United Provinces. This is the hot 
season of the year, and the loo winds are 
blowing a powder of fine dust that pene- 
trates everywhere. It catches in our 
throats and eyes and makes sleeping 
difficult. Though we always sleep under 
mosquito nets, invariably one or. two 
mosquitoes share my quarters. 

“On the compound there live three 
Indian evangelists and their families and 


with them two Bible women.. Such a 


contrast in their faces and lives to that 
of the village folks! When they. pray 
heaven almost comes down and _ sur- 
rounds. us. ‘There is a good group of 
Christians here and they have a nice 
church building. The Kheri District in 
which Lakhimpur is located is allotted 
to the Assemblies of God for mission 
work. It contains 3,000 square miles and 
a million people, and there is no other 
mission or compound in the district. . . . 
You can understand that there is a great 
deal to be done. . . . Brother and Sister 
Fred Merian have been faithful workers 
here for 25 years. 

“After a week’s stay in Lakhimpur, 
with the time occupied with packing 
and unpacking, we took the train for 
Landour where we spend five months 
of concentrated language study. Judy 
attends day school. This is a difficult 

time in every new missionary’s life; so 
we would appreciate your prayers. Could 
we suggest that letters are very welcome? 
Home seems rather far away.”

Missionaries often find themselves in 
a position where varied needs are felt 
and taken to the Lord in prayer. Some- 
times the answer delays, but as prayer 
continues, Ged works, and the result 


‘takes the form of an altogether delight- 


ful answer. 

A need had been felt for someone to 
take charge of the small farm connected 
with the Bible School here, as the pres- 
ent missionary staff is too over-worked 
to be able to give it adequate attention. 
We had hoped that competent Peruvian 
help could be secured, but over a period 
of several years none such had been 
obtainable and the farm had produced 
little in comparison to what it might. - 

And now for the answer . . . Almost 
out of the blue sky (they had flown from 
Mexico City to Lima) one Wednesday 
morning, into the school compound 
walked a middle-aged American couple 
and introduced themselves as the Bel- 
ford Scotts, parents of the David Scotts, 
new missionaries under appointment 
and who were even then on their way 
by boat to Peru. In their younger days, 
the Belford Scotts had felt the call of 
God upon their lives, but a family of 
six children to raise and educate had 
seemed to keep them fully occupied. 
Now at 54 and 60 years of age respec- 
tively they found themselves free of 
family cares. Again the call of God for 
the mission field began to tug at the 
heart of Sister Scott. 

In loving consecration to that call 
they sold their home, and like Abraham 
and Sarah of old they launched out in 
faith to a new land and a new people. 
And they have found a need and a place 
of service in Peru such as they had en- 
visioned when at home they had prayed 
and answered yes to the call of God. 

As the missionaries began to converse 
with Brother and Sister Scott, they found 
their varied experience in business and 
farm life had fitted them most ideally 
for a place on the Bible School com- 
pound. “Why you are the answer to our 
prayer!” they declared. “The Lord has 
surely brought you here.” Apparently 
needing little time for adjustment to a 
strange land, the Belford Scotts have 
settled down among us, already taking 
up the responsibility of missionary life.

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operation. What a ministry it has had 


‘and is having throughout the world! 


‘Missionaries have gone to the far cor- 
ners of the earth proclaiming the good 


ll news of God’s salvation. Pastors and 
evangelists have gone from its portals 
to bless our nation with their ministry. 
} Our own Northern California and Ne- 
| vada District of the Assembly of God has 


a good number of the graduates among 


its pastors and evangelists. Much pioneer 
work has been done in years past by 
those who have received their training 
in the Institute. 

During the last few years certain de- 
velopments have been taking place with- 
in our movement in relation to our Bible 


schools. Glad ‘Tidings Temple and 
Bible Institute are both affiliated with 


the Assembly of God movement. It is 
therefore only natural that we should 
keep step with the Educational Depart- 
ment of our movement in its recom- 
mendations and requirements for en- 
dorsement for the Bible Institute. 
Within Glad Tidings Temple and 
Bible Institute certain changes have 
been effected recently in order to con- 
form to the standards and requirements 
for affliated institutions, whether 
churches or schools, in our Assembly of 
God movement. In November 1946 the 
church voted by an overwhelming ma- 
jority to change the form of organization 


from a “close corporation” to that of a 
fully democratic form of church owner- 
ship and government. 

A closer tie-in with the District has 
been in effect in the Bible Institute since 
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the midwinter convention of January 
1946. The Institute has been under the 
general oversight of the District. A 
Bible Institute board was appointed at 
that time to aid in carrying on the work 
of the Institute. It consisted of District 
Superintendent, Chairman of the board, 
W. T. Gaston; R. J. Thurmond, Harry 
Warwick, Reuben Wilson. These four 
represented the district. J. Narver Gort- 
ner, L. R. Keys, Frank M. Boyd and 
Orville C. Smith represented the school. 
Together they composed the Bible 
school board. However, the Bible Insti- 
tute was not really owned and operated 
by the District, and since the District 
did not own the Institute nor carry the 
financial responsibility of its operation 
this situation made it desirable that a 
more satisfactory arrangement should 
be sought for. 

Of greatest importance is the fact that 
the Educational Department of our 
movement has made it a principle that 
Assembly of God Bible Schools should 
be owned and operated by the Districts. 
In a letter to the writer, the Chairman 
of the Educational Department stated, 
“We do want our Bible Institutes to be 
owned and operated by the District 
Council (or councils) in whose area 
they are located; but there is no objec- 
tion to a school being housed in the 
building of a local church, and thus co- 
operating with the local church board 
in its maintenance.” 

Thus the path of action was clear

Here are some facts that should de- 
finitely stir us. ‘The Assemblies of God 
have approximately 600 missionaries all 
over the world. This includes all our 
mission fields. Our Missions Department 
is taxed to the utmost to keep these 600 
missionaries scattered throughout the 
world. We have almost that many 
preachers in our Northern California 


District alone! 


We will never have enough mission- 
aries. We will never have enough or 
adequate finances to send them. And 
yet we have literally hundreds of quali- 
fied young ministers who would gladly 
go to any part of the world to preach the 
gospel, if only the finances were avail- 
able. 


Today the forces of Communism are 
rapidly spreading their doctrines of hate, 
greed, and atheism throughout the entire 
world. How is it that such doctrines can 
spread so rapidly? I believe herein lies 
the answer. Communism sends out its 
representatives to take positions in fac- 
tories, offices, and business concerns in 
other lands; and these representatives, 
while working in a land that offers them 
their livelihood, work against the gov- 
ernments of these lands, and thus com- 
munism spreads rapidly.

have lost the desire to be workers. 


The question has been asked, “How 
can we have a working church?” It can 
be answered in four words, put them to 
work. In many cases our folk are wait- 
ing for the leadership to give them some- 
thing to do. We have found ourselves 
as leaders endeavoring to take upon our- 
selves the work and responsibility of the 
entire Sunday school without thinking 
what we are doing to those who are 
looking to us for leadership. The cry 
during the depression was to create more 
jobs so we could whip the depression. 
Remember, leaders, if we have enough 
jobs in our Sunday schools and churches 
we will whip any depression that will 
want to come our way and cause our 
folk to be inactive. 


There are many channels through 
which we can direct the energy that now 
lies dormant in many precious souls that 
love the Lord. There is one which I 
would like to especially mention. That 
is the need of a real visitation campaign. 
Absenteeism in our Sunday schools aver- 
age from 25 to 40 per cent of our Sun- 
day school membership which presents 
us with a definite channel of work. 
There are those who have come to our 
Sunday schools once or twice but have 
not come back. They need to be visited. 
Then there are those who have never 
come to our Sunday schools but would 
come if we were to show a definite inter- 


The Lost Christ

Three 
days. ‘Three times as difficult to find 
Christ as it was to lose Him!” 


est in them and their souls. We have 
felt in the past that the teaching staff 
was the one to do this visitation work. 
They have their responsibility for their 
part of it but it is an impossibility for 
the teacher to make the number of visits 
that need to be made, so here is an op- 
portunity to put the rest of the Sunday 
school to work. By organizing our classes 
we will be able to give each individual 
a definite part in the visitation program 
of our school. 


We have another opening for workers 
through the Home Department. ‘To 
have an effective home department each 
school will need a superintendent over 
the department, together with a sufh- 
cient number of workers to contact every 
person in our community who is not able 
to come to Sunday school because of 
illness or work. These folk need to be 
visited periodically, leaving the Evangel, 
quarterly, and other literature with them. 
It provides us with a marvelous oppor- 
tunity of soul winning, inasmuch as 
these folk, many of them about to slip 
into eternity, are in need of someone to 
tell them of the love of Christ. 


Then we also have the Cradle Roll 
Department for which we need a super- 
intendent and sufficient workers to make 
periodical visits in the homes of these 
children. There is a possibility of our 
winning the entire family to Christ 
through the work of this department. 


There are many other jobs that can 
be created and by which we can put our 
people to work. Remember—unenlisted 
Christians are never soul winners. 
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NEW CHURCH IN EMPIRE

“The God of Heaven, he will prosper 
us; therefore we his servants will arise 
and build” (Neh. 2:20). 

The Lord placed a burden upon us 
to build a work. Where, we did not 
know. But while we were out in evan- 
gelistic work last summer, God placed 
Empire, California, upon our hearts. 

We came to Empire and looked over 
the situation. Many tried to discourage 
our building a church, since we had 
only enough funds to buy a lot, which 
we did purchase believing it to be suit- 
able for a church location. Even the 
street name was inviting; it is called 
Church Street. 

After purchasing the lot, we still 
didn’t know how soon we could build. 
We kept praying, and the Lord put it 
on the hearts of the Airport Assembly 
of God Church of Modesto to let us 
move their little white church building 
over here. This little building is what 
they had used to start their work. Out- 
growing it, they had to build a new 
church. We thank God for a people 
that have a mind to work. We are very 
happy to get the little white church as it 
has enabled us to start services much 
sooner than if we had had to wait to 
build a church. 

Our first service was held June 17. 
It was an all-day fellowship meeting. 
The following evening we began a re- 
vival meeting with a young preacher, 
J. D. Smith, from the Airport Assembly. 
We are now going on the fourth week 
of the revival; the interest is growing, 
and there have been 17 souls prayed 
through to old-time salvation. 

Our first Sunday we had 20 in Sun- 
day school. Last Sunday, being the 
fourth Sunday, the attendance reached 
62. As our building is only 20 x 24 feet, 
we are beginning to make plans for a 


larger building.

We built on living quarters 
after moving the building over here. 


The Hoopa Work 

Three hundred miles north of San 
Francisco and 50 miles inland from the 
ocean lies the Hoopa Indian Reservation 
comprising a territory 12 miles square 
lying on both sides of the Trinity River. 
Well over a hundred Indian families 
live in this territory, many families num- 
bering up to eight or ten souls. 

ome years ago God put a burden for 
these Indians upon Brother and Sister 
C. F. Rowe, who settled among them 
and for over three years held services in 
their own home, gathering in and wit- 
nessing the salvation of a number of 
these dear people for whom Christ died. 

About a year ago, Brother Rowe pur- 
chased a two and a half acre tract in 
the center of the reservation, and at 
present he has a good-sized tabernacle 
and parsonage completed enough for 
occupancy though far from finished. 

I held a two weeks meeting for Brother 
Rowe during June of this year and was 
happily surprised at the good attendance 
and the deep spiritual life of these 
Indian saints. My heart was saddened as 
I talked to a number of these people, 
living miles from the church and heard 
them say they would gladly come and 
bring their children to Sunday school if 
transportation were furnished. Why not 
unite our prayers with the prayers of 
Brother and Sister Rowe that means of 
transportation may be provided?

Paul says tongues will cease when that 
which is perfect is come.

will vanish away when that which is ° 


perfect in knowledge is come. He said, 
“When I was a child I had part knowl- 
edge.” Paul’s understanding and speech 
was only that of a child’s. When I be- 
came aman I didn’t quit talking; I didn’t 
quit understanding; | didn’t quit ex- 
pressing myself and knowing, but he 
said, My part knowledge was swallowed 
up in complete knowledge. My part 
speaking and lisping speech of a child 
was swallowed up in perfect speech. 
When I became a man, I put away 
childish things. And so it will be with 
the wonderful gift of tongues. As long 
as we are down here, striving unto that 
place of perfection and maturity and 
development that God has ordained, we 
are going to speak in that imperfect 
language. Our knowledge will be im- 
pertect and all that we have will be as 
through a glass darkly. But when we get 
up on the other side, with perfect resur- 
rection bodies and perfect minds, then 
shall we know as we are known, and all 
our knowledge will be perfect in God 
and so will our speech be, and then will 
our tongues cease for we will have 
learned the heavenly language. Paul 
said, “Though I speak with tongues of 
men and angels.” ‘There are angelic 
languages and there are the languages 
of men. There are tongues that are 
known and there are tongues that are 
unknown, and God has given them and 
set them in the church for a definite 
purpose. 

In the second chapter of Acts when 
they were baptized with the Holy Ghost 
they all began to speak with other 
tongues. Somebody says, “I can well 
understand it. There were all those 
foreigners on the day of Pentecost and 
they didn’t understand the language 
these men did, so God had to do a mir- 
acle for the preaching of the Word.” 
I don’t read anything of the kind in my 
Bible. If you will turn in your Bible to 
the book of Acts, the second chapter, 
you will read a little word, verse 5—a 
little four letter word that destroys a lot 
of some vpeople’s philosophy. “There 
were dwelling at Jerusalem JEWS.” Not 
Chinamen, not Russians, not Italians, 
not Spaniards, not Americans, but 


JEWS. There was only one class of 


people on the day of Pentecost in Jeru- 
salem. Jews that had come from Phrygia, 
and Pamphylia, and Cappadocia, and 
Asia and Libya. Somebody says, “What 
became of the 12 tribes of Israel that 
were lost?” They weren’t lost at all. 
Here are they all. If you would study 
your Bible you would find that they 
were taken to Assyria and into Babylon 
and when the day of Pentecost was fully 
come, when the apostles were gathered 
in the room, some of those people that 
had gone to Babylon and to Assyria, and 
to Rome, and to Phrygia, and Pamphy- 
lia, and some at Cappadocia, and some 
to Asia, and some in Arabia, and some 
from Egypt and Cyrene, they all came 
to the Passover, bécause it was the Feast 
of Pentecost, as the Jews came from 
year to year. And as they were all gath- 
ered there from all these countries they 
all knew their mother tongue. They all 
could speak in one language, but like 
any Jew of today, they could speak in 
the language of the country where they 
were born. And those that came from 
all the countries they knew the language 
of the country where they were born, 
and they marvelled for they said, “How 
hear we every man in our own tongue, 
wherein we were born?” Not in their 
mother tongue, but in the tongue of the 
country of their nativity, where they 
were born. Not a sermon, but the won- 
derful works of God. They weren't 
preaching on the day of Pentecost. They 
were extolling the wonderful works of 
God. They weren’t preaching to foreign- 
ers, but they were preaching to all Jews 
—the twelve tribes of Israel. Somebody 
says, I still think they were lost. Well, 
if they were lost, James certainly made 
a mistake because he wrote a letter to 
them. I wonder how he knew where to 
send it if they were lost. Did you ever 
lose track of anybody and then sit down 
and write him a letter? Here on the dav 
of Pentecost they all began to speak with 
other tongues as the Spirit gave them 
utterance. Notice especially that the 
Holy Spirit doesn’t speak with tongues. 
The Holy Spirit gives the utterance. 
We are the ones that do the speaking 
with tongues.

A new system, known as _ ultrafax 
“could transmit twenty 50,000 wore 
novels from New York to San Francisco 
in 60 seconds.” It is a new radio com- 
munication system. It is so. speedy that 
present communications methods will 
seem “as slow as the ox cart compared 
with a stratoliner.” Ultrafax was de 
veloped by Radio Corporation of Amer 
ica and will be ready for a public show- 
ing some time this summer. Trammell, 
who is president of National Broadcast 
ing Company said this is the way it 
works: 


“Each printed page is treated as a— @ 
picture and is flashed in rapid succession. 
At the receiving end, the pages are repro- 
duced by new high speed photographic 
processes for quick delivery.” 

“Many radio broadcasters of today 
will become the electronic publishers 7 
of tomorrow,” he predicted. “Radio § 
newspapers will become commonplace. | 
Practically every form of artistic expres: | | 
sion will become available to the people | 
direct from studio to home,” he con- 
tinued. “That is why I favor removal of 7 
government controls over broadcasting.” 
He thinks a pending bill which the 
committee is considering to revise the 
Communications Act of 1934 would put 
the specter of Nazi censorship behind 
every American broadcaster. He said, |

ment will be able to control what the
